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Professional  Department. 

The  one  ruling  aim  which  gives  character  to  the  profes- 
sional work  throughout  the  school  is  the  purpose  to  awaken 
in  the  teacher  the  consciousness  that  there  is  a  Science  of 
Education,  and  an  Art  of  Teaching  founded  upon  this  science, 
and  to  arouse  in  her  an  earnest,  indefatigable  ambition  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  best  in  both,  and  to  realize  this 
in  her  own  work.  The  distinguishing,  characteristic  of  pro- 
fessional instruction,  which  marks  it  off  from  purely  academic 
study,  is  the  attempt  to  acquaint  students  with  the  teaching 
aspect  of  subject  of  instruction,  as  well  as  the  academic, 
and  to  lead  them  to  become  students  of  all  the  conditions  in 
their  school  room  which  aff  jet  the  action  of  the  minds  of 
their  pupils  in  responding  to  all  the  means  of  stimulation 
which  the  teacher  consciously  makes  use  of  to  attain  the  ends 
of  development.  It  is  aimed  to  make,the  teacher  conscious 
of  her  art, — conscious  in  the  sense  that  she  will  intelligently 
consider  the  growing,  developing  mind,  acting  according  to 
definite,  exact  laws,  and  that  she  will  attempt  to  wisely  wield 
the  agencies  at  her  disposal  in  harmony  with  these  laws  to 
accomplish  the  highest  possible  aim  and  ends  of  school  train- 
ing. The  entire  work,  then,  of  the  professional  department 
consists  of  an  investigation  into  the  laws  and  principles  of 
mind  activity,  and  of  the  right  adaptation  of  the  means  of 
stimulation  in  the  school  room  to  attain  the  full,  harmonious, 
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capable  development  of  the  child-nature.  For  the  purpose 
of  expediency,  this  work  is  divided  into  several  branches 
which,  however,  are  very  closely  related  and  which  are 
arranged  in  the  natural  order  of  sequence.  The  following  is, 
in  general,  a  very  brief  account  ot  the  character  of  the 
instruction  which  is  given  in  each  branch: 

A.  Psychology.  The  professional  work  is  most  natur- 
ally begun  by  a  reflection  upon  the  nature  of  the  mind  to  be 
educated,  and  an  attempt  to  find  the  laws  and  principles 
which  regulate  its  normal  activity  in  order  that  we  may  wisely 
wield  the  means  of  stimulation  to  secure  its  most  natural  and 
speedy  development.  There  are  two  methods  which  may  be 
followed  in  the  study  of  psychology;  the  first  method  regards 
the  mind  as  an  inert  object  which  is  abstracted  from  all  con- 
crete cases  and  by  an  analytic  process  is  separated  into  its 
logical  parts.  According  to  this  process  we  have  a  formal 
science  of  psychology,  in  the  same  way  as  we  have  a  formal 
science  of  mathematics,  of  astronomy,  and  so  on.  The  sec- 
ond method,  followed  in  this  school,  regards  the  mind  as  a 
growing,  developing,  assimilating  power,  and  it  is  sought  to 
become  acquainted  with  it  while  under  these  normal  condi- 
tions of  activity.  A  knowledge  of  the  mental  life  gained  in 
this  latter  way  will  be  very  different  from  that  acquired  by 
purely  formal  study  where  the  mind  is  considered  apart  from 
all  concrete  instances  and  laws  and  principles  are  deduced 
which  are  applicable  to  it  in  general,  but  with  no  reference  to 
the  peculiar  and  distinguishing  characteristics  of  specific 
instances,  nor  of  the  manifold  modifying  conditions  under 
which  all  activity,  as  deduced  by  educational  agencies,  occurs. 
It  is  the  aim  to  lead  the  prospective  teacher  to  become  some- 
what familiar  with   the   growing    and   developing  mind  under 
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those  conditions  which  necessarily  exist  in  all  school  work. 
It  is  believed  that  most  teachers  who  seek  the  normal  schools 
have  not  the  time  nor  the  breadth  of  philosophical  training 
and  culture  to  enable  them  to  make  the  study  of  formal 
psychology  profitable;  and  while  a  teacher  need  not,  in  order 
to  do  most  intelligent  work,  be  learned  in  the  logical  princi- 
ples and  divisions  of  mind  activity,  yet  he  does  need  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  action  of  the  rrnnd  as  it  is  mani- 
fested in  the  many  concrete  cases  which  are  constantly  before 
him  in  his  daily  work.  He  must  come  to  feel  that  the  mind 
acts  according  to  law  definite,  exact,  and  unerring,  as  well 
with  reference  to  the  sibject  matter  with  which  it  is  stimu- 
lated in  the  schools  as  to  its  reaction  upon  sense  stimulus. 
He  must  be  trained  to  observe  the  effect  of  all  external  condi- 
tions, bodily  and  otherwise,  which  do  in  any  way  modify  or 
effect  the  mental  and  moral  conditions  of  the  child. 

In  all  the  work  an  effort  is  made  to  have  the  student  dis- 
cover for  himself  the  more  obvious  principles  of  mind  activity, 
both  by  reflection  upon  the  activities  of  his  own  mental  life, 
and  by  the  observation  of  mind  phenomena  in  the  world  about 
him.  He  is  led  to  discern  the  intimate  relation  between  body 
and  mind,  discover  for  himself  the  law  of  mutual  affection, 
and  trace  the  application  of  this  fact  in  educational  proce- 
dure. So  the  purpose  throughout  is  to  initiate  him  into  the 
habits  of  careful,  intelligent  observation  of  the  facts  of  men- 
tal activity  as  displayed  under  the  ordinary  conditions  of  the 
class  room,  and  to  lead  him  to  make  correct,  serviceable 
interpretations  of  what  he  observes. 

During  the  past  year  several  lines  of  original  investiga- 
tion in  educational  psychology  have  been  begun  here.  The 
purposes  of  these  studies  have  been:     (a)  to  train  teachers  to 
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habits  of  exact,  scientific  study  of  individual  pupils  under 
their  charge,  and  also  these  individuals  when  they  are  com- 
bined into  classes;  (b)  to  gain  some  reliable  data,  so  far  as 
might  be  possible,  upon  some  disputed  questions  of  educa- 
tional procedure;  (c)  to  be  of  direct  benefit  to  students  by 
pointing  out  to  them  defects  in  vision,  and  other  physical 
imperfections,  which  they  are  not  able  to  discover  for  them- 
selves, but  which  render  them  incapable  of  the  highest  and 
best  work  which  they  could  otherwise  successfully  undertake. 
It  is  constantly  emphasized  that  the  condition  of  the  environ- 
ment of  pupils  will  be  a  potent  factor  in  determining  the 
mental  and  moral  effect  which  the  means  of  stimulation  in 
the  school  have  upon  them,  and  the  maxim  is  deduced  that 
in  a  great  measure  a  teacher's  success  will  depend  upon  her 
ability  to  perceive  clearly  the  effect  of  external  conditions  and 
to  be  able  to  arrange  and  modify  them  so  that  they  will  all 
operate  toward  the  accomplishment  of  those  ends  which  she 
is  consciously  seeking. 

Constant  reference  is  made  to  the  best  and  latest  works 
upon  psychology,  especially  those  most  serviceable  ones  that 
attempt  to  interpret  psychological  facts  from  the  teacher's 
standpoint.  The  psychological  library  comprises  the  best 
books  that  have  b^en  written  on  this  subject,  and  are  acces- 
sible in  English. 

B.  The  Science  of  Education.  The  principles  of  the 
science  of  education  are  simply  generalizations  from  the 
facts  of  psychology  viewed  with  reference  to  the  conscious 
and  scientific  stimulation  of  the  mind  by  educational  agen- 
cies. This  study  is  only  a  continuation  of  the  study  of 
psychology  from  a  special  point  of  «view,  that  of  finding  an 
order  or  method  in  education  determined   by  the  facts  which 
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we  have  found  m  our  observation  of  mind  phenomena.  It  is 
constantly  emphasized  that  all  method  in  education  is  natur- 
ally dependent  upon  laws  of  mental  growth  and  development. 
It  is  the  purpose  in  this  place  to  investigate  the  general 
principles  which  underlie  all  right  educational  procedure, 
with  the  end  in  view  to  give  the  student  a  broad  outlook  over 
and  into  those  principles  upon  which  all  instruction,  if  scien- 
tifically followed,  is  dependent.  By  investigating  these  prin- 
ciples a  teacher  becomes  conscious  of  the  laws  regulating  the 
order  both  of  the  parts  of  the  branches  of  instruction  and  of 
the  branches  themselves,  when  they  are  considered  with  ref- 
erence to  traiivng  the  mind;  and  it  is  believed  that  in  this 
way  he  gains  a  knowledge  of  educational  method  wider  and 
broader,  and  in  the  long  run  more  serviceable  to  him,  than 
any  other  work  which  he  can  do.  The  ordinary  student  can- 
not readily  applv  principles  in  which  the  concrete  cases  from 
which  they  are  drawn  are  not  clearly  apparent;  but  in  the 
consideration  of  such  processes  in  education  as  Induction, 
Deduction,  Concentration,  Interest,  Attention,  and  so  on,  he 
will  have  no  difficulty  in  seeing  their  universal  application  in 
all  the  work  of  instruction,  especially  if  he  is  led  to  discover 
their  importance  by  his  own  investigation.  There  are  other 
general  questions  also  which  every  progressive  teacher  should 
reflect  upon,  such  as  his  own  relation  to  the  community  in 
which  he  is  placed,  to  his  pupils  in  the  class  room,  both 
socially  and  professionally,  and  so  on.  The  general  qualifi- 
cations, both  acquired  and  natural,  of  the  successful  teacher 
are  early  discussed,  and  the  prospective  teacher  is  encouraged 
to  search  out  these  qualities  in  the  teachers  with  whom  he 
becomes  associated  during  his  period  of  apprenticeship.  It 
is  believed  that  the  student  in  order  to  profit  most  by  work  of 
this  kind  should  have  his  attention  directed  to  those  qualities 
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and  accomplishments  which  mark  successful  teaching,  because 
he  will  not  in  all  probability  fully  appreciate  them  unless  they 
are  pointed  out  to  him;  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized 
that  object  lessons  in  successful  teaching  are  as  influential 
and  exemplify  the  same  pedagogical  doctrine  as  do  the  prin- 
ciples of  object  teaching  in  other  departments  of  educational 
activity. 

C.  The  Art  of  Teaching.  When  the  student  has 
become  familiar  with  the  general  principles  which  underlie 
all  educational  method,  he  is  then  led  to  investigate  the  order 
and  method  in  the  several  branches  of  instruction.  Two  dis- 
tinct steps  are  observed  here:  (a)  the  peculiar  nature  of  each 
subject  is  inquired  into,  and  it  is  found  how  and  in  what  order 
the  mind  most  naturally  assimilates  the  facts  of  the  subject; 
(b)  the  student  is  made  acquainted  with  those  forms  and 
devices  for  teaching  the  subject  which  best  illustrate  the 
psychological  principles  which  should  be  observed  throughout 
the  work.  It  is  aimed  to  make  this  work  in  special  method 
most  practical  by  abundance  of  illustrative  teaching  of  such 
character  that  the  pupils  may  well  emulate  it  in  all  respects. 
They  are  required  to  analyze  carefully  and  fully  all  lessons 
which  they  observe  not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
essential  principles  illustrated  in  the  lessons,  but  of  the  sur- 
rounding and  accompanying  conditions  which  materially  effect 
the  lesson  favorablv  or  unfavorably.  Each  student  in  this 
work  is  expected  to  be  able  to  see  and  appreciate  pedagogical 
problems,  and  to  be  able  to  point  out  an  intelligent  and  prac- 
tical way  for  their  solution. 

In  order  to  make  the  work  in  special  methods  of  most 
direct  practical  benefit  it  is  thought  that  the  prospective 
teacher  ought  to  be  made   acquainted  with  those  text-books 
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which  exemplify  the  best  pedagogical  principles  in  the  various 
branches  which  he  is  to  teach.  The  conditions  which  our 
teachers  will  meet  seem  to  demand  that  they  shall  be  able  to 
use  intelligently  text-books  in  all  their  work,  and  it  is  the 
appropriate  province  of  the  professional  department  of  the 
Normal  School  to  make  a  careful  and  impartial  estimate  of 
all  the  text-books  which  are  in  common  use  in  the  schools. 
To  facilitate  this  work  there  is  being  gathered  together  under 
the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Practice  School  a 
text-book  library  which  is  designed  to  contain  samples  of  all 
the  books  published  in  this  country  for  use  in  schools  below 
the  college,  and  already  a  large  number  have  been  received, 
and  the  classes  in  methods  have  already  been  very  much  ben- 
efitted in  their  examination.  It  is  believed  that  when  they 
take  charge  of  their  schools  they  will  be  influential  in  adopt- 
ing better  text-books,  and  will  be  capable  themselves  to  use 
them  more  wisely  and  effectively. 

D.  The  History  of  Education,  The  history  of  educa- 
tion, as  a  record  of  the  development  of  educational  ideas  and 
practices,  showing  the  transition  from  a  period  of  unpeda- 
gogical  and  unpsychological  procedure  to  one  with  more 
humane  and  intelligent  methods,  is  as  stimulative  and  bene- 
ficial a  study  as  a  teacher  can  undertake.  The  whole  aim  is  to 
trace  the  progress  of  developing  educational  ideas,  with  the 
end  in  view  to  see  that  there  has  been  a  constant  evolution 
along  several  distinct  lines  of  educational  practice,  and  that 
we  are  at  present  in  a  stage  of  that  evolution-process  which 
seems  in  no  wise  to  be  near  completion.  The  teacher  is  led 
to  see  that  there  has  been  in  educational  history  much  the 
same  awakening  to  the  consciousness  that  there  is  a  teaching 
science  determined  by  invariable   laws   of  mind   growth  and 
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development  as  is  experienced  by  the  ordinary  teacher  who 
has  come  to  look  at  the  work  of  teaching  from  psychological 
instead  of  academic  heights.  The  purpose  is  ever  kept  in 
mind  to  have  the  student  trace  the  growth  of  progressive 
ideas  through  the  different  ages  and  bind  this  knowledge 
together  into  one  organic  whole,  instead  of  becoming  pos- 
sessed of  a  chaos  of  unrelated  facts  which  may  give  general 
information  but  cannot  be  organized  to  afford  intelligent 
direction  to  the  efforts  of  the  student  who  tries  to  meet  the 
problems  which  confront  him  continually  in  his  work.  The 
systems  of  pedagogical  doctrine,  such  as  those  advanced 
by  Comenius,  Rousseau,  Basedow,  Pestalozzi,  Frcebel,  Her- 
bart,  Spencer,  Mann,  and  others  are  studied  carefully,  and  it 
is  hoped  to  gain  profit  from  the  successes  and  failures  of  these 
systems  so  far  as  they  have  been  tried,  and  also  to  gain  inspi- 
ration and  courage  from  their  exponents. 

E.  Practice  Teaching.  The  Practice  School  exists  so 
that  the  student  of  the  theoretical  aspect  of  the  science  and 
art  of  teaching  may  have  an  opportunity  to  see  these  theories 
worked  out  in  practice,  and  to  endeavor  to  apply  them  him- 
self under  skilled  direction;  and  this  is  regarded  as  a  most 
essential  factor  in  the  training  of  every  teacher.  The  Prac- 
tice School  illustrates  a  thoroughly  graded  and  classified 
school  from  the  primary  grades  to  the  high  school,  and  at 
the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year  a  Kindergarten 
Department  will  be  added.  There  are  thus  four  depart- 
ments, at  the  head  of  each  of  which  is  a  competent 
Principal  who  has  a  careful  oversight  of  all  the  work 
of  pupil  teachers  in  her  department,  offering  such  advice 
and  criticism  to  every  apprentice  as  he  is  specially  in 
need  of.  The  Practice  School  is  designed  to  embody  three 
phases  of  actual  teaching:     In  the  first  place,   pupil  teachers 
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have  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  model  lessons.  It  is  the 
purpose  to  have  this  model  teaching  exemplify  the  very  best 
psychological  principles  in  order  that  student  teachers  may 
have  the  very  best  ideals  set  before  them;  it  is  believed  that 
object  lessons  in  teaching  will  be  a  most  potent  element  in 
inspiring  good  teaching  on  the  part  of  those  who  observe. 
Secondly,  every  pupil  teacher  is  required  to  teach  several 
hours  each  day  for  a  number  of  weeks  in  one  or  more  depart- 
ments under  skilled  criticism.  The  critic  teacher  is  careful 
to  point  out  any  special  defects  which  the  student  displays  in 
his  practice  work,  and  give  him  explicit  directions  how  to 
overcome  them;  she  aids  him  in  every  way  possible  to  apply 
readily  and  efficiently  the  theories  he  has  gained  in  his  acad- 
emic work.  In  the  third  place,  the  spirit  of  investigation 
exists  throughout  the  Practice  School,  and  there  is  a  constant 
endeavor  to  improve  upon  methods  of  teaching.  The  great- 
est freedom  is  allowed  pupil  teachers  to  work  out  original 
methods,  provided  these  methods  are  seen  to  be  in  harmony 
with  the  fundamental  principles  of  teaching.  The  Superin- 
tendent and  Principals  are  themselves  students  of  educational 
problems,  and  are  ever  ready  to  appreciate  any  advance  upon 
the  ideas  and  methods  which  may  be  originated  either  in 
their  own  departments  or  abroad. 

The  very  closest  organic  unity  is  preserved  between  the 
work  of  theory  and  the  work  of  practical  application.  The 
Superintendent  of  the  Practice  School  has  general  charge 
also  of  the  work  in  theory,  and  it  will  be  his  aim  to  make  the 
work  in  all  departments  closely  articulated,  and  arranged  in 
a  progressive  and  natural  order.  The  teachers  of  the  special 
branches  in  the  Normal  Department  give  the  methods  in  those 
subjects,  and  there  is  constant  care  taken  to  have  the  teach- 
ing in  the  Practice   School  illustrate  in  every  particular  the 
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principles  investigated  in  the  methods  work.  All  interested 
in  the  professional  work  of  the  school  hold  regular  and  fre- 
quent meetings  under  the  direction  of  the  President  and 
Superintendent  for  the  consideration  of  educational  topics 
and  problems,  with  the  end  in  view  to  work  out  improvements 
upon  present  processes.  The  broadest  spirit  of  studentship 
prevails  among  all  the  members  of  the  Professional  Depart- 
ment, and  any  new  thought  upon  educational  practice  will  be 
most  heartily  welcomed  and  given  a  fair  trial  under  experi- 
enced teachers.  The  pupil  teachers  are  also  imbued  with 
the  spirit  of  investigation,  and  are  encouraged  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  latest  and  best  thought  in  the  educational 
world  from  whatever  quarter.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
Practice  School  will  meet  them  regularly  to  discuss  questions 
of  a  professional  nature,  and  the  purpose  in  view  will  be  to 
inculcate  on  every  side  a  broad,  wholesome  spirit  that  will 
look  upon  the  teaching  profession  as  a  high  and  noble  one, 
where  more  worthy  motives  should  prevail  than  those  of 
mercenary  gain  or  social  preferment. 

General  History. 

Two  quarters'  work  in  General  History  is  given  to  stu- 
dents taking  the  Advanced  Course.  The  first  quarter  is 
devoted  to  the  history  of  Greece  and  Rome.  Extensive 
reading  is  required,  making  the  student  familiar  not  only  with 
the  facts  of  ancient  history,  but  with  historical  literature,  and 
the  source  from  which  information  is  gained. 

The  second  quarter  is  devoted  to  epochs  in  modern  his- 
tory. Such  attention  is  paid  to  events  like  the  rise  of  Prussia 
and  unification  of  Italy,  that  the  student  will  be  able  to 
understand  the  problems  of  the  day  in  European  politics. 
Swinton's  Outlines  of  History  is  the  text-book  used 
throughout  this  course. 
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English  History. 

All  members  of  the  school  are  expected  to  take  a  quar- 
ter's work  in  English  History  before  taking  up  the  study  of 
English  Literature,  Stone's  English  History  is  the  text-book 
used.  Library  work  is  done  by  all  students  taking  the  course, 
and  several  reports,  some  written  and  some  oral,  are  made  in 
class  every  day.  Talks  are  given  by  the  teacher  in  charge  on 
English  life  and  institutions,  modern  British  politics,  and 
places  of  such  historic  interest  as  the  Houses  of  Parliament, 
Westminster  Abbey,  and  the  Tower  of  London. 

U.  S.  History. 

In  the  work  in  U.  S.  History  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
discovery  of  America  are  first  studied.  The  conditions  of 
society  in  Europe  at  the  time  of  Columbus  are  made  clear  by 
talks  and  references  to  fuller  accounts  than  are  given  in  the 
text-book.  European  history,  where  it  affects  that  of  the 
United  States  in  any  period,  is  explained  and  developed. 

The  country  once  discovered  and  in  part  explored,  atten- 
tion is  then  given  to  the  struggle  of  the  various  nations  for 
mastery.  The  Colonists,  their  motives  for  coming,  their  cus- 
toms, characteristics  and  iustitutions  are  studied.  A  few 
dates,  forming  the  center  of  a  group  of  facts  and  marking  a 
period,  are  fixed  in  the  student's  mind. 

In  the  development  of  the  Colonies,  geographical  condi- 
tions, such  as  climate,  soil,  mountains,  rivers,  plains,  and 
natural  products  are  duly  considered.  The  influence  of  relig- 
ion on  character  and  institutions  is  carefully  noted.  The  two 
dominant  types  of  civilization,  the  Puritan  of  the  North,  and 
the  Cavalier  of  the  South,  are  frequently  compared,  and  their 
conflicts  observed  till  they  meet  for  final  settlement  in  the 
Civil  War.  Students  are  encouraged  and  inspired  to  use  the 
current  literature  in  the  study  of  problems  of  to-day. 
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Attention  is  given  to  the  rise  of  political  parties,  and  the 
issues  that  divided  them;  inventions  and  discoveries;  tariff, 
banking  and  money;  schools,  colleges  and  literature;  great 
men  and  their  influence.  No  opportunity  is  lost  in  making 
use  of  the  lessons  of  history  to  impress  patriotic  ideas  upon 
the  student  to  guide  him  in  his  present  duties. 

Civics. 

Civics  aims  to  teach  the  origin  and  excellencies  of  our 
governmental  institutions.  The  bases  of  study  are  the  known 
local  divisions  and  officers.  When  these  are  called  to  mind 
and  understood,  the  State  is  taken  up  and  all  its  departments 
are  explained.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  forms 
the  backbone  of  the  study  of  Civics.  Its  history  and  distinct 
features  are  fully  developed.  Important  parts  are  emphasized 
and  committed.  The  relation  of  the  lower  divisions  to  the 
higher  are  noted.  The  relation  of  the  states  to  the  general 
government  is  especially  studied  with  a  view  to  the  develop 
ment  of  a  just  state  pride  consistent  with  a  patriotic  national 
spirit. 

Students  are  required  to  visit  courts  and  make  reports  of 
proceedings  For  this  unusual  facilities  are  present,  the  ele- 
gant new  County  Court  House  being  but  a  few  rods  distant 
from  the  school,  the  Municipal  Court  in  the  City  Hall  only 
four  blocks,  and  the  U.  S.  Government  Building,  now  in 
process  of  erection,  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  U.  S.  Cir- 
cuit Court  will  be  held,  only  three  blocks  away.  Mock  trials 
are  held  and  debates  on  economic  and  national  questions. 
Documents  and  blank  forms  are  used  to  explain  duties 
of  officers.  Subjects  are  assigned,  full  references  given 
and  reports  made.  An  ample  library  is  constantly  used  to 
extend  the  student's  information  and  explain  disputed  points. 
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Natural  Science. 

The  subjects  taught  in  this  department  are  Physics, 
Chemistry,  Geology,  Zoology,  Physiology  and  Botany. 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Physiology  and  Botany  are  required  in 
the  Elementary  Course  and  Geology  must  be  added  to  com- 
plete the  Advanced  Course.  Zoology  is  optional.  The  work 
in  Physics  continues  through  three  quarters,  Chemistry  two, 
with  a  third  optional,  Zoology  two,  Physiology  two,  Botany 
one,  with  a  second  optional,  and  Geology  one. 

Two  points  are  constantly  kept  in  view,  viz:  (i)  to  train 
the  minds  of  the  pupils  in  a  methodical  way;  (2)  to  fit  the 
student  for  the  profession  of  teaching,  by  giving  him  such  a 
knowledge  of  the  subject  matter  as  is  best  suited  to  his  wants 
in  the  school  room.  The  idea  that  all  true  scientific  knowl- 
edge must  come  through  investigation  and  research  is  con- 
stantly emphasized. 

Physics. 

In  Physics,  Avery's  Elements  is  used  as  a  text.  During 
the  past  year  the  students  have  been  required  to  arrange  the 
apparatus  and  perform  the  experiments  before  the  class,  as 
indicated  in  the  book.  Many  other  experiments  have  been 
assigned  by  the  teacher  and  performed  in  a  like  manner.  The 
school  possesses  enough  good  apparatus  to  admit  of  the  per- 
formance of  nearly  all  the  experiments  required  in  Avery's  or 
Gage's  Physics.  It  is  expected  that  arrangements  will  be 
made  by  which  regular  laboratory  work  can  be  done  in 
Physics  next  year. 

Chemistry. 

Shepard's  Elements  is  used  as  a  text  in  Chemistry,  and 
the  subject  is  taught   by  a  combination  of  the  recitation  and 
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laboratory  methods.  Each  student  has  a  desk  with  reagents 
and  performs  the  experiments  for  himself.  During  the  first 
quarter  the  non-metals  are  studied,  the  second  quarter  metals, 
and  the  third  is  devoted  entirely  to  analytical  work.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  daily  class  work,  each  student  will  hereafter 
be  required  to  spend  at  least  one  hour  in  the  laboratory  doing 
experimental  work. 

Geology. 

The  school  has  quite  a  good  collection  of  minerals  for 
illustration  in  Geology,  and  Mankato  is  very  favorably  located 
for  the  study  of  this  science.  WincheWs  Studies  is  now 
used  as  a  text.  Much  time  is  spent  in  practical  work  on 
rocks. 

Botany, 

The  regular  required  work  in  Botany  is  taken  during  the 
fourth  quarter  and  Gray's  Lessons  and  Manual  is  used  as  a 
text.  Each  student  is  required  to  collect  and  identify  fifty 
plants  and  to  dry  and  arrange  them,  with  full  descriptions,  in 
a  blank  book  prepared  for  the  purpose.  Since  the  school 
closes  before  many  flowers  can  be  had,  it  is  generally  neces- 
sary for  some  of  the  herbarium  work  to  be  done  during  the 
summer.  Hereafter,  an  additional  quarter's  work  will  be 
offered  in  Botany  in  which  the  time  will  be  spent  with  the 
lower  orders  of  plants  and  the  structure  of  some  of  the  higher 
orders.  Each  student  will  do  individual  work  with  the  com- 
pound microscope.  Bessey's  Briefer  Course  will  be  used  as 
a  guide. 

Zoology. 

The  first  quarter's  work  in  Zoology  will  be  devoted  to 
the  study  of  the   invertebrates   and  the   second   to  the  verte- 
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brates.  The  books  used  as  guides  are  Cotton's  Zoology,  Jor- 
dan's Manual,  and  Packard's  Zoology,  but  the  pupils  are 
taught  to  study  the  actual  thing  rather  than  the  books.  In 
addition  to  live  specimens  constantly  kept  in  the  room,  the 
school  has  a  large  collection  of  mammals  and  birds  and  quite 
a  fine  collection  of  alcoholic  specimens,  including  more  than 
a  hundred  and  fifty  species  of  fish,  a  hundred  species  of 
marine  invertebrates,  and  many  reptiles.  The  work  in  Zoology 
is  especially  helpful  to  those  who  expect  to  teach  in  the  pri- 
mary and  intermediate  grades. 

Physiology. 

The  work  in  Physiology  extends  through  one  half  of  the 
year.  Martin's  The  Human  Body,  Briefer  Course,  will  here- 
after be  the  principal  text.  An  effort  is  made  to  present  the 
work  in  as  practical  a  way  as  possible  by  experiments  and 
natural  means  of  illustrations.  In  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  the  state,  temperance  hygiene  is  strongly  emphasized.  The 
school  possesses  two  good  human  skeletons,  one  articulated 
the  other  disarticulated,  and  a  set  of  plaster  casts  of  the 
various  parts  of  the  body.  The  new  microscopes  will  be 
found  a  valuable  aid  in  teaching  this  subject. 

Departments. 

The  appropriation  received  from  the  last  legislature  has 
made  it  possible  to  enlarge  the  Science  Department,  an 
improvement  that  has  been  much  needed  for  years,  and  the 
work  will  now  be  known  under  two  heads,  viz.,  Biology  and 
Physical  Sciences. 

Museum  and  Laboratories. 

What  was  formerly  the  Assembly  Room  has  been  set 
apart  for  a  museum.     A   biological  laboratory  will  soon  be 
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fitted  up  with  the  proper  tables,  twenty-five  compound  micro- 
scopes and  other  apparatus,  and  an  aquarium  for  the  uses  of 
the  classes  in  Zoology,  Physiology,  and  Botany.  One  room 
will  be  fitted  up  for  a  chemical  laboratory  and  another  will 
contain  the  apparatus  cases  and  be  devoted  to  experimental 
work  in  Physxs.  There  are  also  two  Recitation  Rooms,  one 
for  each  Department.  A  better  arrangement  could  not  well 
be  made.  These  rooms  are  so  grouped  around  the  Museum 
that  the  specimens  are  always  accessible  and  convenient. 
The  school  will  be  glad  to  receive  contributions  of  all  kinds  to 
the  Museum.  Such  contributions  will  be  properly  labeled 
and  the  name  of  the  donor  attached. 

Geography. 

There  are  few  subjects  of  common  school  instruction 
upon  which  the  same  amount  of  time  is  spent  with  such  dis- 
proportionate results  as  in  the  subject  of  Geography. 

The  reason  for  this  defective  knowledge  of  the  subject  is 
due  to  the  mistaken  idea  that  Geography  is  not  a  science,  but 
simply  a  collection  of  unrelated  facts  each  of  which  must  be 
recollected  independently,  and  each  of  which,  therefore,  is 
easily  forgotten. 

When  regarded  as  a  science,  its  facts  are  so  manifold 
that  they  cannot  be  successfully  taught  in  detail;  hence,  our 
plan  is  to  select  from  the  vast  number  of  truths  those  best 
calculated  to  discipline  the  mind,  to  build  up  clear  notions  of 
the  earth  as  the  home  of  man,  and  to  create  a  desire  for  a 
more  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

The  course  in  Geography  comprises: 

1.  General  Geography.  The  Earth  as  a  Planet;  form, 
size,  and  motions  of  the  Earth;  distribution  of  light  and  heat; 
change  of  seasons;  circles  and  their  uses;  forms  of  land  and 
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water;  winds;  ocean  currents;  tides;  climate;  plants;  ani- 
mals; races  of  men;  states  of  society;  religions;  govern- 
ments; industrial  pursuits. 

2.  Special  Geography.  Detailed  study  of  North  Amer- 
ica and  Europe — position,  form,  size,  surface,  drainage,  cli- 
mate; productions — vegetable,  animal,  and  mineral;  political 
divisions;  inhabitants — manners  and  customs,  industries; 
commerce  and  chief  ways  of  inter-communication;  principal 
cities,  their  relation  to  art  and  science  and  to  commercial  and 
industrial  life. 

The  remaining  continents  arc  studied  comparatively. 

Specific  discussions  of  the  resources  of  the  United  States 
deduced  from  location,  relief,  climate,  native  productions,  and 
character  of  inhabitants. 

Special  study  of  a  few  countries  most  important  from 
their  relation  to  history  and  the  United  States. 

This  work  is  confined  to  a  typical  thorough  discussion  of 
a  few  continents  and  countries  to  avoid  a  superficial  survey 
which  limited  time  often  induces.  The  relation  existing 
between  physical  conditions  and  the  life  and  growth  of  nations 
is  kept  prominently  before  the  mind  of  the  pupil  throughout 
this  phase  of  the  study. 

The  student  is  also  made  familiar  with  the  use  and  pur- 
pose of  the  latest  and  most  improved  devices  used  as  aids  in 
teaching  the  subject,  and  to  this  end  the  school  is  well 
equipped.  It  has  excellent  maps,  globes,  a  fine  collection  of 
geographical  literature,  and  many  specimens  of  productions. 

Chalk=Modelling,  A  device  for  picturing  surface  struc- 
ture or  showing  relief  forms  upon  the  black-board  and  paper 
will  be  taught  in  connection  with  the  study  of  the  subject  of 
Geography. 
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English  Grammar. 

One  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  Grammar,  and  every 
effort  is  put  forth  to  make  the  work  thorough  and  practical. 
The  ability  to  speak  or  to  write  clearly  and  grammatically  is 
made  the  chief  consideration. 

The  work  of  the  first  two  quarters  is  on  the  sentence,  its 
kinds  and  parts.  Every  element  that  may  enter  into  a 
sentence  is  considered.  The  work  of  the  third  quarter  is 
confined  to  the  parts  of  speech  with  their  modifications  and 
uses.  Parsing  is  introduced  here  and  continued  through  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  During  the  fourth  quarter,  the  sub- 
ject of  punctuation  is  taught.  This  is  done  by  requiring  the 
pupils  to  observe  the  punctuation  of  model  examples,  and  to 
deduce  rules  for  themselves.  Frequent  written  exercises  are 
required.  The  work  of  this  quarter  is  especially  important, 
as  it  prepares  the  pupil  for  the  Rhetoric  which  follows. 

Considerable  time  is  given  to  oral  analysis  and  dia- 
gramming throughout  the  entire  year. 

Rhetoric. 

The  study  of  Rhetoric  is  taken  up  during  the  first  quar- 
ter of  the  "B"  year.  Hilfs  Elements  of  Rhetoric  and  Com- 
position is  in  the  hands  of  the  class,  but  much  use  is  made 
of  such  authors  as  Kellogg,  Welsh,  Hart,  and  others.  It  is 
supposed  that  the  student  has  gained  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  punctuation,  capitalization,  and  correct  forms  of  expres- 
sion during  the  "C"  year,  leaving  this  quarter's  work  free  for 
the  essentials  of  style,  and  the  special  forms  of  composition. 
Particular  attention  is  given  to  imagery  and  versification  as  a 
preparation  for  the  work  in  literature.  Short  written  exer- 
cises to  illustrate  different  principles  are  frequently  required, 
and  special  attention  is  given   to  the  making  of  outlines  for 
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essays.  Two  papers  are  prepared  by  each  member  of  the 
class,  one  to  cultivate  his  descriptive,  the  other  his  argu- 
mentative, powers. 

The  essay  work  formally  begun  in  this  class  is  continued 
throughout  each  course.  During  the  rest  of  the  "B"  year, 
it  is  carried  on  to  a  great  extent  in  connection  with  class 
room  work  in  such  subjects  as  English  Literature,  United 
States  History  and  Civics.  Papers  are  prepared  by  members 
of  the  upper  classes  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher  in 
charge,  and  read  before  the  whole  school  and  faculty  at  morn- 
ing exercises. 

English  Literature. 

Owing  to  the  great  value  of  English  Literature  as  a  cul- 
ture study,  the  student  is  carefully  prepared  for  it  by  courses 
in  Rhetoric  and  English  History.  In  the  two  quarters 
allotted  to  the  subject,  the  leading  English  authors  are  taken 
up  in  chronological  order,  an  effort  being  made  to  show  how 
each  was  influenced  by  his  age,  and  how  he  in  turn  influenced 
his  contemporaries  and  successors.  The  work  in  Chaucer  is 
preceded  by  a  few  days'  work  showing  the  development  of 
the  English  language.  Chaucer  is  followed  immediately  by 
Spenser  and  the  other  great  Elizabethans.  Several  weeks 
are  spent  on  Shakespeare,  and  a  careful  and  critical  study  is 
made  of  at  least  one  of  his  plays.  Essays  on  subjects  per- 
taining to  Shakespeare  are  prepared  by  the  students  and  read 
in  class. 

The  second  quarter's  work  begins  with  the  authors  of  the 
commonwealth  and  restoration.  Shaw's  New  Manual  of 
English  Literature  is  made  the  basis  for  the  study  of  their 
lives,  but  this  is  a  small  part  of  the  quarter's  work.  Recog- 
nizing the  value  of  independent  research,  subjects  for  special 
investigation  are  assigned  to  each  member  of  the  class.     The 
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student  is  expected  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  such  modern  au- 
thors as  Tennyson  and  Browning,  and  an  effort  is  made  in 
short  talks  to  make  him  acquainted  with  the  best  novelists 
and  historians  of  the  present  time. 

Latin. 

The  Latin  Course  covers  three  years  of  daily  recitation. 

In  accordance  with  the  most  advanced  theories  of  the 
teaching  of  foreign  languages,  Harper  and  Burgess''  Induc- 
tive Method  has  lately  been  introduced  and  is  successfully 
used.  The  method  is  continued  in  the  second  year  by  the 
use  of  Harper  and  Tolman's  edition  of  Caesar  with  inductive 
studies.  The  first  year  is  given  wholly  to  preparatory  work, 
and  the  last  two  years  are  spent  in  reading  Caesar,  Cicero,  and 
Vergil,  Johnston's  new  Cicero  and  Searing's  Vergil  being  the 
texts  used  in  the  advanced  classes. 

As  it  is  believed  that  these  authors  should  be  read  as 
makers  of  literature  rather  than  as  illustrators  of  grammar, 
instruction  is  given  in  the  various  collateral  lines  naturally 
suggested. — during  the  reading  of  Caesar  and  Cicero,  in  the 
history  of  the  times,  and  in  the  organization  of  the  Roman 
Army  and  the  Roman  Republic;  during  the  reading  of  Ver- 
gil, in  mythology,  and  in  the  nature,  form  and  examples  of 
epic   poetry. 

Although  the  course  does  not  prepare  students  for  the 
State  University,  it  is  expected  to  give  enough  knowledge  of 
the  language  to  enable  a  faithful  and  ambitious  student  to 
supply  by  himself  his  deficiencies  in  amount  of  reading. 

Drawing. 

It  is  our  aim  to  teach  Drawing  as  an  educational  means, 
developing  and  training  the  various  powers  of  the  mind, 
rather  than  as  a  superficial  accomplishment.      Each  exercise 
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in  drawing  is  a  means  of  mental  development  and  training. 
It  demands  close  and  accurate  observation  of  forms  and  unflag- 
ging attention;  by  the  aid  of  memory;  calls  into  activity  the 
creative  powers  of  the  imagination;  by  the  study  of  propor 
tion;  cultivates  judgment;  and  by  inducing  the  study  of  the 
laws  of  proportion,  symmetry  and  harmony;  stimulates  the 
reason  and  elevates  and  refines  the  taste.  It  leads  to  habits 
of  industry  and  neatness,  develops  method  in  arrangement, 
and  accuracy  in  expression,  both  oral  and  written. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  in  our  graded  schools  for 
teachers  who  can  teach  Drawing.  It  is  an  absurd  idea  that 
one  must  be  a  genius  to  be  able  to  do  this.  Any  one  who  can 
learn  to  write  can  learn  to  draw. 

In  our  course  Drawing  is  considered  under  three  heads: 
Construction — Free  hand  working  drawings  of  type  solids  and 
common  objects,  development  of  surfaces  and  pattern  making, 
models  made  from  patterns.  Representation — Free  hand 
outline  drawings  to  represent  solids  and  objects  in  different 
positions,  free  hand  perspective.  Decoration — Drawing 
from  natural  foliage  and  conventionalization  of  same  for  the 
purpose  of  design,  construction  of  geometric  units,  principles 
of  arrangement  for  decorative  design,  historic  ornament,  flat 
and  graded  washes  in  water  color,  harmony  and  mixing  of 
colors,  clay  modelling. 

Physical  Culture. 

The  aim  of  the  work  in  Physical  Culture  is  to  give  a 
complete  and  progressive  system  of  exercises  designed  to 
strengthen  and  develop  every  part  of  the  physical  being. 
This  system  of  exercises,  carefully  based  upon  the  laws  of 
physical  health  and  development,  has  been  elaborated  to 
meet  the  especial  needs  of  Normal  School  students,  thus 
having  two  important  objects  in  view:      (a)   to   be  of  direct 
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benefit  to  all  students  by  instructing  them  how  to  care  for, 
train,  and  develop  all  parts  of  the  body  wisely  and  efficiently. 
It  is  not  the  purpose  to  make  athletic  young  men  and  women, 
but  to  point  out  to  them  simple  methods  of  preserving  health 
and  imparting  grace,  strength,  and  vitality  to  the  body;  and  it 
is  believed  that  the  good  results  of  such  work  become  plainly 
apparent  in  the  improved  health  and  physical  appearance  of 
students  after  they  have  been  in  it  for  a  brief  time  It  is 
further  believed  that  the  results  of  this  work  are  felt  in 
the  direction  of  better  scholarship,  higher  moral  tone,  and  a 
more  capable  manhood  and  womanhood  in  every  respect. 
(b)  The  second  object  kept  in  view  is  to  have  the  students 
become  possessed  of  a  progressive  system  of  exercises  which 
they  can  carry  out  into  the  schools  and  use  effectively  with 
the  pupils  under  their  charge.  The  exercises  are  thus 
arranged  so  that  there  will  be  an  appropriate  and  progressive 
series  for  each  grade  from  the  primary  through  the  high 
school.  All  students  are  expected  to  be  as  faithful  in  this 
work  as  they  are  in  any  other  work  of  the  school.

This  school,  in  the  order  of  establishment  the  second  in 
the  State  System  of  Normal  Instruction,  has  been  in  success- 
ful operation  twenty-four  years.  Since  its  opening  about 
4,000  students  have  been  enrolled  in  the  Normal  Department, 
and  its  graduates  number  632  The  year  just  closed  has  been 
decidedly  the  most  prosperous  in  its  history.  The  addition 
of  $4,000  to  its  annual  income,  made  by  the  last  Legislature, 
has  resulted  in  a  long  needed  enlargement  of  the  faculty, 
greater  specialization  of  instruction,  a  material  increase  of  the 
library,  important  improvements  in  the  conveniences  of  the 
building,  and  the  accommodation  and  instruction  of  the  larg- 
est number  of  students  yet  enrolled.  This  increased  attend- 
ance has  been  almost  exclusively  in  the  upper  classes. 

Building  and  Grounds. 

The  school  edifice,  built  of  brick  and  trimmed  with  stone, 
is  architecturally  tasteful,  well  arranged  in  its  interior  and 
neatly  finished.  It  is  warmed  and  ventilated  by  the  most 
approved  means,  including  revolving  fans  run  by  steam. 

To  meet  the  growing  demand  of  the  school  for  more 
room  an  addition  has  recently  been  erected,  securing  better 
accommodations  for  the  Practice  School  and  the  Library. 
New  floors  of  hard  wood,  connection  with  the  city  water  and 
sewerage  system,  and  other  important  improvements  have 
recently  been  completed. 

The  grounds,  comprising  several  acres,  have  been  graded 
and  ornamented  and  now  present  an  exceedingly  tasteful  and 
attractive  appearance. 
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Location. 

Mankato,  the  second  largest  city  in  Southern  Minnesota, 
and  having  a  population  of  about  10,000,  is  pleasantly  situ- 
ated at  the  great  bend  of  the  Minnesota  river,  at  the  northern 
line  of  the  fertile  Blue  Earth  County.  It  is  easily  accessible 
from  all  quarters  by  lines  of  railway,  being  on  the  Chicago, 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha;  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St.  Paul;  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern;  and  the  Minneapolis 
&  St.  Louis  ("Cannon  Valley")  roads.  Asa  legitimate  result 
of  its  favorable  position  in  the  center  of  Southern  Minnesota, 
with  lines  of  railway  radiating  in  all  directions,  the  city  is 
very  rapidly  growing  in  population  and  wealth.  Among  the 
evidences  of  this  are  the  numerous  fine  business  blocks  and 
elegant  residences,  the  spacious  hotel,  the  court  house,  high 
school,  U.  S.  government  building,  etc.,  recently  completed 
or  in  process  of  construction  at  the  present  time,  the  whole- 
sale trade  rapidly  centering  here,  the  new  manufacturing 
enterprises,  the  street  railway,  electric  lighting,  etc.  These 
prove  Mankato  to  be  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  promis 
ing  cities  in  the  State  and  justify  the  location  here  of  one  of 
its  training  schools  for  teachers. 

The  school  building  stands  on  a  natural  terrace,  above 
the  main  portion  of  the  city,  and  commands  a  magnificent 
view  up  and  down  the  valley  for  many  miles.  In  front,  and 
about  a  mile  distant,  the  lofty  and  wooded  bluffs  on  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  river  somewhat  resemble  the  Palisades  of  the 
Hudson,  as  seen  from  the  east.  The  site  of  the  city  as  well 
as  the  adjacent  country  was  originally  covered  with  a  heavy 
growth  of  forest  trees  (hardwood),  and  the  profusion  of  native 
trees  still  remaining,  and  the  countless  bluffs,  valleys,  and 
ravines,  adjacent  to  the  city,  afford  some  of  the  most  pictur- 
esque scenery  to  be  found  in  the  West. 
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A  marked  addition  to  the  conditions  that  have  made  the 
city  hitherto  one  of  the  most  healthful  in  the  State  is  the 
recent  discovery  of  an  abundant  supply  of  the  purest  water, 
available  by  means  of  artesian  wells,  three  of  which  are  now 
completed  and  in  vigorous  flow.  The  city,  including  the 
Normal  School,  is  in  the  enjoyment  of  a  water  supply  unsur- 
passed in  purity  by  that  of  any  other  municipality  in  the 
Union,  and  equalled  by  few. 

Objects  of  the  School. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  school  is  special  instruction  in 
the  Science  and  Art  of  Teaching,  but,  as  in  nearly  all  other  Nor- 
mal Schools  in  the  country,  a  thorough  system  of  academic 
instruction  is  at  once  the  basis,  and,  to  a  large  extent,  the 
medium  of  professional  instruction.  In  the  absence  of  pre- 
paratory schools,  few  pupils  come  with  sufficient  attainments 
and  intellectual  discipline  to  qualify  them  for  immediate 
entrance  upon  a  purely  professional  course  of  instruction. 

The  school  consists  of  two  departments — The  Normal 
and  the  Model  or  Practice  Department.      In  the 

Normal  Department 

there  are  two  courses  of  study — one  of  three  years,  called  the 
Elementary  Course,  and  one  of  four  years,  known  as  the 
Advanced  Course.  The  three  years  of  the  Elementary 
Course  are  designated  respectively  by  the  letters  "C, "  "B," 
and  "A.'  The  four  years  of  the  Advanced  Course  are  desig- 
nated respectively  "C,"  "B,"  "Junior"  and  "Senior."  The 
studies  of  the  two  courses  are  nearly  identical  the  first  two 
years,  as  will  be  seen  on  inspection  of  the  full  schedule  of  the 
courses  given  elsewhere. 

Conditions  of  Admission. 

1.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  "C"  class,  not  bring- 
ing certificates,  are  required  to  pass   such  an  axamination  in 
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Arithmetic,  Grammar  and  Geography,  as  will  show  their 
ability  to  complete  the  studies  of  the  class  within  a  year.  A 
typical  set  of  questions,  used  in  a  recent  examination  and 
showing  the  scope  of  requirements  for  admission,  is  elsewhere 
given.  A  grade  of  60  per  cent,  in  each  subject  has  hitherto 
been  required. 

2.  Candidates  bringing  second  grade  certificates  will  be 
admitted  to  the  "C"  class  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term 
without  examination.  Special  attention  is  called  to  this 
desirable  and  expeditious  method  of  entering — a  method 
involving  no  uncertainty  and  anxiety. 

3.  Candidates  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in 
either  course  after  successful  examination  in  the  studies  com- 
pleted by  the  class,  or  on  evidence  of  diplomas  or  certificates 
from  approved  schools.  Certificates  from  the  State  High 
School  Board  will  also  be  received  in  lieu  of  examination  in 
the  subjects  covered. 

Students  will  not  be  admitted  to  any  class  for  less  than 
one  quarter  without  special  permission  of  the  President,  and 
any  student  leaving  school  before  the  end  of  the  quarter 
without  permission  will  be  recorded  as  having  left  dishon- 
orably and  will  not  be  re-admitted. 

Professional  Course. 

Students  who  have  elsewhere  completed  the  required 
academic  work  of  either  regular  course  and  afford  evidence  of 
this  by  diplomas  or  certificates  from  approved  schools,  or  by 
special  examination,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Professional 
Course.  To  such  the  diploma  of  the  Elementary  or  Advanced 
Course,  according  to  the  extent  of  the  previous  preparation, 
is  given  at  the  end  of  one  year. 
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The  attention  of  graduates  of  High  Schools  and  other 
higher  institutions  of  learning  is  especially  called  to  the 
advantages  of  this  course.  It  affords  superior  conditions  for 
the  study,  of  exclusively  professional  subjects- -the  History  of 
Education,  Psychology  with  special  reference  to  its  bearing 
on  the  teacher's  work,  Methods  of  Teaching,  School  Econ- 
omy, with  Observation  and  Teaching,  under  intelligent  criti- 
cism, in  the  Practice  School,  or  such  other  department  as  the 
best  interests  of  each  member  may  require. 

Besides  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  Professional  Course, 
the  high-school,  and  even  the  college  graduate,  who  proposes 
to  teach  in  the  State,  will  find  no  better  means  of  securing 
desirable  positions  than  by  testing  and  making  known  in  the 
Normal  School  his  qualifications  therefor.  There  is  no  other 
demand  the  management  finds  so  difficult  to  meet  as  that  for 
principals  and  first  assistants  in  high  schools.  A  college 
graduate  of  good  ability,  who  satisfactorily  completes  the 
Professional  Course,  can  be  assured  an  excellent  position 
without  trouble  or  delay. 

No  Preparatory    Department. 

By  action  of  the  State  Normal  Board,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  President  of  the  School,  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment was  abolished  six  years  ago.  The  interests  of  the 
rapidly  growing  Normal  Department  rendered  this  action 
necessary. 

Candidates  for  the  "C"  class  will  hereafter  bear  in  mind 
that  failure  to  enter  this  class  means  failure  to  secure  instruc- 
tion in  any  department  of  the  school.  All  such  candidates, 
not  bringing  second  grade  certificates,  should  carefully  note 
the  conditions  of  admission  elsewhere  given  in  this  catalogue, 
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and  not  incur  the  expense  and  trouble  of  a  visit  to  the  school 
without  a  reasonably  well-grounded  assurance  of  success. 

Model  School. 

The  Model  School  consists  of  three  departments— Primary, 
Intermediate  and  Grammar — and  is  designed  to  afford  to 
Normal  students  ample  opportunity  for  observation  and  prac- 
tice. The  plan  is  that  of  a  thoroughly  graded  and  classified 
school,  with  a  course  of  study  reaching  from  the  simplest  ele- 
ments of  school  knowledge  to  full  preparation  for  the  Normal 
Department.  Careful  attention  will  be  given  to  the  condi- 
tions that  promote  the  comfort,  health  and  moral  development 
of  the  children. 

Cabinet  and  Apparatus. 

The  school  is  provided  with  good  sets  of  physical 
and  chemical  apparatus,  physiological  charts  and  models,  a 
geological  aud  mineralogical  collection,  and  a  fine  collection 
of  mounted  specimens  of  the  birds  and  quadrupeds  of  the 
State.  These  afford  excellent  material  for  illustrating  the 
Natural  Sciences,  and  are  constantly  available  for  use  by  the 
teachers  in  both  the  Normal  and  Model  Departments. 

The  Library. 

A  portion  of  a  special  appropriation  of  $7,000,  made  to 
the  school  by  the  Legislature  of  four  years  ago  for  repairs 
and  improvements,  was  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  suitable 
and  much  needed  rooms  for  the  Library.  Three  rooms  on  the 
first  floor,  formerly  used  by  a  department  of  the  Model  School, 
were  changed  into  two,  united  by  a  large  archway.  These 
spacious  and  well-lighted  rooms  are  tastefully  decorated  and 
furnished,  and  have,  during  the  past  four  years,  afforded 
admirable  accommodations  for  the  growing  Library,  now 
numbering  about  5,000  volumes, 
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In  addition  to  the  reference  books  and  standard  works  in 
all  departments  of  English  Literature,  the  Library  is  in  con- 
stant receipt  of  the  best  Periodical  Literature  of  America  and 
England.  Never  before  has  so  great  an  amount  of  the 
world's  best  thought  been  directed  to  this  channel  of  com- 
munication, and  he  who  seeks  to  be  a  teacher  must  not  be 
ignorant  of  the  great  "Gulf  Stream"  of  contemporary  history 
and  intellectual  activity  constantly  flowing  into  newspapers, 
magazines  and  reviews. 

The  marked  and  increasing  interest  of  both  the  faculty 
and  students  of  the  school  in  the  facilities  of  the  Library  for 
personal  research,  in  particular  lines,  has  been  a  source  of 
gratification  to  all  who  have  shared  in  or  witnessed  it.  It  has 
been  an  inspiration  to  the  entire  school,  and  never  so  con- 
spicuously as  during  the  past  few  years  of  greatly  improved 
conditions.  The  Library,  distinctly  and  purposely  presented 
and  explained  to  the  students  as  an  important  subsidiary 
means  of  intellectual  growth  while  in  the  school,  is  open  to 
them,  during  the  term,  at  all  hours,  so  far  as  consistent  with 
their  other  duties.

Signal  Service  Station. 

The  school  has  been  for  several  years  past  a  United 
States  Signal  Service  Station  and  is  supplied  with  a  fine  set 
of  apparatus,  obtained  from  the  Government  Bureau  at 
Washington,  for  indicating  and  recording  meteorological 
changes.  This  affords  students  a  rare  opportunity  to  become 
practically  acquainted  with  the  subject  of  meteorology. 
Observations  are  taken  and  recorded  three  times  daily  and  a 
weather  bulletin  is  prepared  and  posted  every  morning.  The 
War  Department  Weather  Map  is  received  daily  from 
Washington,,  and  the  reports  of  the  State  Bureau  regularly, 
as  published. 

Religious  Influences. 

Students  are  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening 
devotional  exercises  of  each  morning,  and  to  attend  on  the 
Sabbath  the  church  of  their  choice.  The  various  churches 
of  the  city  are  especially  cordial  in  welcoming  them  to  their 
services  and  Sunday  Schools.  Besides  this,  flourishing 
branch  organizations  of  the  Young  Men's  and  Young  Worn- 
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en's  Christian  Associations  exist  in  the  school.  While  no 
sectarian  influence  is  found  or  allowed,  the  spirit  and  drift  of 
the  school  are  distinctly  toward  the  Christian  ideals  of  faith 
and  conduct. 

Expenses. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  students  admitted  into  any  ot  the 
classes  of  the  Normal  Department,  provided  they  sign  a 
pledge  to  teach  two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State, 
and  to  report  semi-annually  to  the  President  until  the  pledge 
is  fulfilled.  Persons  not  willing  to  so  pledge  themselves  may 
be  received  into  the  above  classes  on  the  payment  of  tuition 
at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  week,  for  the  term,  payable 
strictly  in  advance,  one-half  at  the  beginning  and  the  other 
at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  price  of  board,  including  furnished  room,  light  and 
fuel,  is  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week.  Those  desiring  to 
board  themselves  can  obtain  rooms  at  very  reasonable  rates, 
and  the  expenses  of  such  probably  would  not  exceed  $1.50 
per  week.  This  mode  of  economizing,  however,  cannot  be 
recommended,  as  experience  has  generally  shown  it  to  be 
conducive  neither  to  health  nor  to  scholarship.  By  boarding 
in  clubs  expenses  may  be  reduced  to  two  dollars  per  week,  and  this 
plan  is  recommended  to  those  who  find  the  price  of  ordinary 
board  beyond  their  means.  A  special  effort  is  made  at  the 
opening  of  each  school  year  to  aid  students  in  the  formation 
of  boarding  clubs.  New  students  on  arriving  in  the  city, 
should  come  directly  to  the  office  of  the  President,  where  they 
will  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  boarding  houses,  rooms  and 
club  organizations,  from  which  they  can  make  selections. 

The  price  of  unfurnished  rooms  is  from  $1.50  to  $3.00 
per    month,   according    to    sixe,   location,    convenience,    etc. 
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Furnished  rooms  cost  from  $2. 00  to  $5.00  per  month,  accord- 
ing to  location  and  excellence.  As  prices  correspond  to 
widely  varying  conditions  the  question  so  often  asked  by  let- 
ter, "What  will  be  the  cost  of  a  room?"  is  one  difficult  to 
answer.  Perhaps  the  prevailing  price  paid  by  students  for 
unfurnished  rooms  maybe  placed  at  $2. 00  to  $2.50  per  month, 
and  for  furnished  rooms  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  month. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  State 
Normal  Board,  all  necessary  text-books  can  be  rented  from 
the  school.  The  fee  is  #1.50  per  term,  which  also  insures  the 
privileges  of  the  reference  and  miscellaneous  library.  Books 
from  the  latter  are  loaned  to  pupils  for  two  weeks.  Students 
are  advised  to  bring  for  purposes  of  reference  such  text-books 
as  they  may  happen  to  have.  Those  who  prefer  to  purchase 
the  text-books  can  obtain  them  at  the  school  at  the  lowest 
wholesale  cost  price. 

In  the  Model  School  the  tuition  is  twenty  cents  per  week 
in  the  Primary,  twenty-five  cents  in  the  Intermediate,  thirty 
cents  in  in  the  regular  Grammar,  and  forty  cents  in  the  Fourth 
Model  grade.  In  each  grade  all  needed  text-books  are  fur- 
nished free,  except  in  the  Grammar  grades  where  there  is  a 
rental  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  per  quarter  in  the  '-A"  and 
"B"  classes,  and  fifty  cents  per  quarter  in  the  Fourth  Model. 

Discipline. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  such  as  befits  an  institu- 
tion for  the  training  of  teachers.  While  it  is  thorough  it  is 
based  upon  but  few  rules,  and  those  only  which  must  com- 
mend themselves  to  the  judgment  of  all  good  students.  Self- 
control,  as  the  essential  preparation  for  controlling  others,  and 
orderly,  quiet,  studious  habits,  for  individual  and  the  common 
benefit,  are  asked  from   all.     Those  who  are   indisposed  to 
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respect  its  regulations  are  not  desired  in  the  school.  It  is 
not  a  reformatory  institution,  and  it  is  not  dependent  upon 
tuition  fees  or  personal  favor  for  support.  The  pupil  whose 
conduct  is  a  source  of  persistent  annoyance  and  disorder  will 
be  promptly  dismissed. 

Normal  School  Diplomas  as  State  Certificates. 

The  Legislature  of  1891  passed  an  Act  which  gives  to 
diplomas  of  the  State  Normal  Schools  validity  as  certificates 
of  qualification  to  teach  in  any  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
State,  under  the  following  provisions,  viz: 

(1)  A  diploma  of  one  of  the  State  Normal  Schools  is 
made  a  temporary  State  certificate  of  the  first  grade  for  the 
two  years  of  actual  teaching  service  required  by  the  Normal 
Student's  pledge. 

(2)  After  two  years  of  service  the  diploma  may  be 
countersigned  by  the  President  of  the  school  from  which  it 
was  issued,  and  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  service  has 
been  successful  and  satisfactory  to  the  supervising  school 
authorities  under  whom  it  was  rendered.  Such  endorsement 
will  make  the  diploma  of  the  Elementary  Course  a  State 
Certificate  for  five  years,  and  the  diploma  of  the  Advanced 
Course  a  life  certificate. 

Conditions  of  Endorsement. 

(1)  While  it  is  hoped  that  all  graduates  will  earn  the 
right  to  have  their  diplomas  endorsed,  great  care  will  be 
taken  in  this  matter,  and  the  diploma  will  not  be  so  extended 
in  any  case  in  which  the  holder  fails  to  render  acceptable 
service  during   the  test   period,  or  in   any  way  fails  to  show 
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himself    worthy  of    the  marked  professional    recognition  so 
bestowed. 

(2)  After  the  completion  of  two  years  of  service,  appli- 
cation for  endorsement  may  be  made  to  the  respective  Normal 
Schools.  The  applicant  should  see  that  complete  reports  of 
service  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  student- 
teacher's  pledge,  and  that  such  reports  bear  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  supervising  authorities  to  whom  blank  forms 
of  testimonials  may  be  sent.  In  order  to  maintain  a  uniform 
standard  of  requirements  for  endorsement,  it  has  been  agreed 
by  the  Normal  School  Presidents  that  they  will  endorse  no 
diploma  until  each  case  has  been  approved  by  all  of  the 
Presidents  acting  as  a  Board  of  Review. 

(3)  Graduates  who  have  already  completed  two  years 
service  and  are  still  teaching  may  make  application  at  once 
for  endorsement.  Blank  forms  for  such  application  will  be 
sent  on  request. 

To  Superintendents  and  Other  School  Officers. 

These  officers  are  expected  to  feel  a  special  interest  in 
the  State  Normal  School.  They  can  materially  aid  the  cause 
of  public  education  by  sending  thereto,  through  suggestion, 
encouragement  or  information,  such  young  people  as  they 
believe  particularly  qualified  by  nature  for  the  work  of  teach- 
ing. Direct  to  the  school  only  those  who  have  sound  health 
and  good  mental  endowments. 

In  turn,  the  school  is  fully  aware  of  its  duty  to  school 
officers,  and  will  endeavor  to  perform  it  to  the  best  of  its 
ability.  The  President  will  cheerfully  aid,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, Superintendents  and  other  officers  in  securing  good 
teachers,  whether  graduates  of  this  or  other  schools.

In  Arithmetic,  candidates  should  have  made  careful 
preparation  especially  in  Notation  and  Numeration,  in  the 
Greatest  Common  Divisor,  the  Least  Common  Multiple,  and 
Common  and  Decimal  Fractions.  Uncertainty  and  inaccuracy 
in  these  elementary  topics  are  deplorably  common  in  those 
seeking  admission  to  the  "C"  class.  Proficiency  in  percent- 
age will  not  offset  lack  of  knowledge  in  the  above  snbjects. 

In  language  the  requirements  may  be  thus  formulated: 
The  ability  to  spell  and  capitalize  with  general  correctness; 
to  recognize  readily  the  parts  of  speech  in  any  common  sen- 
tence; to  know  the  proper  forms  and  names  of  the  different 
parts  (modes,  tenses,  participles,  etc.,)  of  common  English 
verbs,  to  analyze  in  words  or  by  diagram  an  easy,  simple, 
complex  or  compound  sentence,  and  to  parse  the  words  of  the 
same.
